Bloated armaments 
will be met by bloated armaments ; the powers of destruction will be carried 
to their extremest limit, until they can no longer be used against each other 
without the certainty of mutual destruction; and then war will destroy war. 
Science has done much, and is still rapidly progressing, to attain this result. 
We have arrived at a time when it becomes indispensable that nations to be 
safe must be wholly armed. This is a lesson we have to learn from the 
militarism which prevails on the continent; and it would be well if we, ina 
constitutional and patriotic sort of way, took it to heart and acted upon it 
forthwith.” 

What of the warrior? Nations will be annihilated. The Prophets have 
predicted that this condition of things will exist in the last days. War will 
destroy war, or rather dead men will cease to fight. Extinction of nations 
will be the result of the terrible wars that are near at hand. The Prophets 
Jeremiah and Isaiah, speaking of these perilous times, clearly foretell the 
great destruction coming on the world of mankind, 

„ will call for a sword upon all the inhabitants of the earth, saith the 
Lord of hosts. Therefore prophesy thou against them all these words, and 
say unto them, The Lord shall roar from on high, and utter his voice from 
his holy habitation; he shall mightily roar upon his habitation; he shall 
give a shout, as they that tread the grapes, against all the inhabi- 
tants of the earth. A noise shall come even to the ends of the earth; 
for the Lord hath a controversy with the nations, he will plead with all 
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flesh; he will give them that are wicked to the sword, saith the Lord. 
Thus saith the Lord of hosts, Behold, evil shall go forth from nation to nation, 
and a great whirlwind shall be raised up from the coasts of the earth. And 
the slain of the Lord shall be at that day from one end of the earth even unto 
the other end of the earth : they shall not be lamented, neither gathered, nor 
buried; they shall be dung upon the ground.”—Jeremiah. 

** Therefore thus saith the Lord God, Behold, I lay in Zion for a foundation a 
stone, a tried stone, (from thence is the Shepherd the stone of Israel,) a precious 
corner stone, a sure foundation: he that believeth shall not make haste. 
Judgment also will I lay to the line, and righteousness to the plummet: and 
the hail shall sweep away the refuge of lies, and the waters shall overflow the 
hiding place. And your covenant with death shall be disannulled, and your 
agreement with hell shall not stand ; when the overflowing scourge shall pass 
through, then ye shall be trodden down by it. From the time that it goeth 
forth it shall take you ; for morning by morning shall it pass over, by day and 
by night: and it shall be a vexation only to understand the report. For the bed 
is shorter than that a man can stretch himself on it: and the covering narrower 
than that he can wrap himself in it. For the Lord shall rise up as in mount 
Perazim, he shall be wroth as in the valley of Gibeon, that he may do his work, 
his strange work; and bring to pass his act, his strange act. Now therefore be 
ye not mockers, lest your bands be made strong: for I have heard from the 
Lord God of hosts a consumption, even determined upongthe whole earth. 
For, behold, the Lord cometh out of his place to punish the Mhabitants of the 
earth for their iniquity: the earth also shall disclose her blood, and shall no 
more cover her slain.“ — Isaiah. 

These remarkable prophecies evidently refer to the latter times; to a 
period when the world of mankind are ripe for destruction. All former judg- 
ments and great wars will sink into comparative insignificance. The pent-up 
animosities of generations past will find vent through the sharp edge of the 
sword. It will be war to the death. The time of reasonable compromise will 
have passed. Revenge and ambition will be the leading features of the great 
and awful struggle—the conflict will be exceedingly fierce. Heaven leaves the 
raging elements without aid—the Spirit of the Lord is withdrawn from their 
midst, and in their savage operations toward each other they manifest brute 
force, and brute force alone. There will be no pitying angel to rescue any 
in the immediate conflict from the dread doom of death. They have all re- 
belled against the Almighty and are now forsaken and left to perish. They 
may cry for help but there will be none to deliver. As the battle-field widens 
pestilence and famine will increase, then despair takes the place of hope and 
men will seek death rather than life. Thus millions of men will be slaughtered 
and the earth will be covered with the slain. 

Is there no remedy? Cannot this great destruction be averted by timely 
legislation, by peace Conferences and peace societies? There is only 
one way of escape, and that is, national and individual reformation of life. 
Governments must reform. The law-makers and executors are responsible 
for the well-ordering of society. The national good must be the first conside- 
ration—then justice to the poor man equally with the rich man. Protect the 
jnterest of all citizens alike. Laws of proscription and caste are opposed to 
the genius of the heavenly pattern. They engender pride—contempt—usurpa- 
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. tion—idleness—cruelty—barbarism—their tendency is to darkness, to hatred 


and division. 

Partial legislation—unjust measures—a dishonest judiciary, have been a 
chief cause for the present demoralized condition of the world. Let righteous 
laws be made and be properly and wisely enforced. Governments should pre- 
vent the introduction of evils, and not permit one citizen to encroach on the 
rights of another, or allow a minority to monopolize the privileges of the ma- 
jority. 

Nations must repent of their sins. Cease to bear false witness, cease their 
whoredoms, cease their drunkenness, cease their covetousness, cease to lie, 
cease to rejoice in falsehood, cease to envy, cease to seek the downfall of each 
ether by foul means, cease to harden their hearts against God, and Christ the 
Anointed, obey the everlasting Gospel. Then tle wrath of an offended and 
just God will be turned away, and their houses will not be left unto them deso- 
late. This is the only course that the nations can pursue in order to escape 
impending judgments and secure to themselves the favor of God. Repent- 
ance from the king on the throne to the beggar on the dunghill is the righteous 
demand of High Heaven. If contrition of spirit is manifested before it is too 
late, the Lord will forgive and save to the uttermost. If the inhabitants of the 
earth will persist in doing wickedly—to wallow in their soul-destroying abomi- 
nations as they are now doing—their destruction is inevitable. Nothing will 
preserve them fror the edge of the sword—nothing can withhold them from 
the jaws of death—for the wrath of Almighty God is kindled against them, 
and His indignation will be poured out without measure. Repent and obey 
the Gospel, for why will ye die? E. H.

Dear Brother,—It is now three days 
over one month since I bid adieu to 
brother Hanham and the brethren at 
42, with the intention of paying a visit 
to my old homestead aud my relatives 
and friends in Nottingham and the 
surrounding country, before entering 
upon my missionary labors in the 
Manchester Conference, therefore a 
few items pertaining to said visit may 
not be uninteresting to you. 

I arrived here in the evening of the 
same day | left Liverpool, (Wednesday 
June 2nd) and was very kiudly received 
by all my relatives, with whom I spent 
the remainder of the week, and made 
good use of my time in preaching the

On Sunday, the 6th, I made 
my way to the Assembly Rooms, where 
I met with my old friend and neighbor, 
Prest.

Ca8TINGS FOR THE TEMPLE.—To-day, Jane 17th, our reporter visited the foun- 
dry and machine shops of Messrs. Davis, Howe & Co., 17th Ward, when a 
number of castings for the St. George Temple are being produced. Six of 
the twelve oxen which are to support the baptismal foht are completed, and two 
more are on the way. The animals are life-size and were modelled in wood 
from a fine-looking, genuine, live ox, and the modeller has done his work well, 
the imitation being excellent, and the castings are trim and neat. The font 
itself is interesting in form and workmanship. It is oval in shape, 13 feet by 
nine feet at the top, rounding slightly inwards toward the bottom, and is four 
feet deep. The bottom weighs about twenty-nine hundred pounds, and the 
sides about one ton. The sides are fastened to the bottom by bolting from 
underneath, so that the font will have the appearance of being in one solid 
piece when finished. Leading up to the font, on each end, when in position, 
will be six ornamental steps, also of iron, and leading down into it, on each 
end, will be three similar steps, with a heavy ornamental rail and bannisters to 
match. Between the inside and outside steps, at the ends, are ornamental 
platforms. The whole thing, when placed in position and bronzed, as we 
understand it is the intention to finish it in that way, will be a splendid piece 
of work, and it wiil probably be the only one of the kind in existence. Messrs. 
Davis, Howe & Oo. are doing their part of the work well, their facilities for 
heavy castings and machine work being quite extensive. They lately produced 
a pair of heavy bevel mertice wheels, for the Provo woolen factory.
